“People don’t seem to be inter- 
ested in fire prevention until some- 
thing like this happens,” Fire 
Chief Paulin told the council fol- 
lowing reading of his report on the 
fire. He produced pictures of fire 
hazards in the area north of Nine- 
teenth strect. 

“I'm firmly convinced that there 
cught to be an ordinance covering 
that situation up there,” Edward 
Gray, ‘city attorney, declared. ‘‘A 
man who takes his prunings and 
dumps them up there knows he’s 
adding to the fire hazards and he 
ought to be punished, 

“We have a city dump and that’s 
where he ought to take it,”’ he con- 
tinued. “That ought to be a crime 
and can be made a crime.” 

The general feeling among coun- 
cil members was that it be made 
abligatory to take all prunings or 
ahy other trash to the city dump or 
some other properly designated 
spot. In this way much’ of the 
fire’ nazards now existing could 
be removed. 

It was also suggested that prop | 
erty owners in that area be re- 
quired to clear about 50 feet 
around their homes or groves so 
that they will lessen the fire dan- 
gers net only to thefr own property 
but to their neighbors as well.

The council expressed its regrets| 
that the damage had occurred but | 
after a thorough investigation dur- 
ing which it listened to a long and 
exhaustive report on the fire ne 
Fire Chief Howard C. Paulin and 
City Manager R..G. Manley, it 
agreed that there was no evidence 
Of negligence on the part of the 
city. 

The complaint charged the city | 
with “gross negligence’ and im- | 
plied that the fire had originated | 
in the city dump. It listed 53 or-! 
ange trees destroyed which had! 
taken 14 years of care and culti-| 
vation to grow, and added that it} 
would be another 10 years before 
new trees could mature. 

Mr. Paulin and Mr. Manley both ; 
declared that in their opinion| 
the fire did not originate in the 
city dump and the council con- 
curred with their beliefs. 

It was reported that the garbage 
disposal men had taken refuse to 
he city dump at noon on the day 
of the fire and did not see any fire 
or smoke at the dump at that time. 
They returned again with more 
garbage at 2 p. m. and still saw 
no cvidence of fire. Since the gen- 
eral alarm/for the fire was given 
at 1:35 p. m., the council agreed 
that the fire could not have orig- 
inated in the city dump. 

“Since the alarm was received 
in ample time and the equipment 
was all there and in use it seems 
that everything humanly. possible 
was done,’ Mayor Eugene Nishet
